Attention is drawn to the provisions of the Game Preservation Ordinance, 
1924, extracts of Which are set forth on the back hereof. The sale of pro¬ 
tected game or of game for which a close season is provided, during the said 
close season, is' prohibited. 


TO BE PRINTED ON BACK OF 
LICENCE TO SELL GAME. 

I. No person shall sell or have in his possession game dead or alive 
during the close season unless the same shall have been lawfully 
taken during the open season or shall have been imported from 
overseas. The close season shall run from the first day of February 
to the thirty-first day of August, both dates included. 







II. F or selling game without a sale licence or for contravening any 
condition of such licence, a line not .exceeding £E. 50 shall he 
imposed. 

III. This licence shrill authorise the holder to sell game in one shop, 
store or market only, which shop, store or market shall be named’ 
in such licence. 

IV. This licence is not transferable. 


V. This licence shall he produced upon the demand of any police ofiicer. 

VI. This licence may be cancelled by a Court on conviction for contra¬ 
vention by the holder of any provision of the Ordinance or of 
•regulations made thereunder. 

VII. This licence shall he valid for the period for which it is issued and 

no longer.

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TO BE PRINTED ON RACK OF LICENCE 

TO NET QUAD. 

I. A single line of nets only shall be employed by the holder o 
this licence. 

II. The nets shall be erected at least 500 metres distant from the edge 
of the sea measured from high water mark. 

III. Individual nets must not be more than 200 metres long: i.e. not 
more than 200 metres of any part of the shore shall be netted con¬ 
tinuously. A length of shore equal to the longest net employed 
must be left unnetted between any two adjacent nets. 

IV. This licence is not transferable. 

V. This licence shall be produced upon the demand of any Police 
Officer. 
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VI. This licence may be cancelled by a Court on conviction for contra¬ 
vention by the holder of any provision of the Ordinance or of regula¬ 
tions made thereunder. 

VII. This licence shall he valid for the period for which it is issued and 

no longer.
